THE STORY OF AESCULAPIUS 


According to mythology Aesculapius was 
the child of Corouis with whom Apollo had 
fallen in love, but had become angered with 
her when he learned she was to bear a child 
of Ischys. Apollo had Jupiter destroy her with 
a thunderbolt, but in compassion the child 
was delivered and left on Mt. Tithium where 
it was suckled by a goat and protected by a 
dog. The child was found by a shepherd who 
gave it to the centaur, Chrion, who was ac- 
quainted with the arts of medicine and who 
taught them to Aesculapius. 


It is said that while Aesculapius was attend- 
ing Glaucus a serpent crept into the room and 
Aesculapius killed it with his staff. A second 
serpent entered the room and placed herbs in 
the mouth of the first which revived it. Aescu- 
lapius then took these same herbs and used 
them to heal Glaucus. Perhaps from this has 
come the association between the God of heal- 
ing and the serpent bearing staff although 
throughout history the serpent has been as- 
sociated with the powers of regeneration and 


long life. 


It is known that Aesculapius was a _ real 
physician of Thessaly whose powers of healing 
were widely known. It was after his death that 
legends began about him. Many schools and 
cults of medicine bearing his name arose 


throughout the ancient world. 


Of historic interest is the fact that in 293 
B.C., during a severe epidemic in Rome, the 
rulers were told by the Sibylline oracles to 
send to Epidaurus for Aesculapius. A galley 
was dispatched and returned bearing a sacred 
serpent. As the ship entered the Tiber River 
the serpent slipped into the water and entered 
Rome at the Isle Tiberine at which time the 
pestilence ruled. Shortly thereafter the pesti- 
lence was abated. The Romans erected at this 
spot a stone ship with Aesculapius and the 
serpent at its prow. This island is the present 
day site of a hospital of San Juan de Dios. 


Aesculapius’ work was carried on by his 
offspring and followers. They used the symbol 
of his staff and a single serpent to be syn- 
onymous with medicine. 
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As a student, pathologist, educator, and citizen Dr. Stuart A. Wallace has won the acclaim of his associates 
throughout his life. 


His early years were spent in Canada where he was graduated from Queen’s University College of Medicine in 
1922. He received a prize in chemistry and the Dean Fowler Award for scholastic achievement. Subsequent train- 


ing was obtained at Hamilton General and Lying-in Hospital in New York, and at Manchester Memorial Hospital 
in Connecticut. 


His career in pathology took him to Bellevue Hospital in New York, and then to Tulane University College of 
Medicine where he was instructor in pathology and bacteriology. He received successive appointments as Patholo- 
gist to Baptist Memorial Hospital in Fort Worth, Baylor University Hospital and Parkland Hospital in Dallas. 
Except during a year spent at the University of Edinburgh Medical College, he has been an active member of the 
Baylor University College of Medicine faculty from 1927 to the present. In 1943 he became professor of Pathology 
and Chairman of the Department. 


Dr. Wallace is a Fellow of the American College of Pathologists, and a member of a large number of profession- 
al societies related to his interests in pathology, bacteriology, and cancer research. In 1949 he was elected to the 
Beta of Texas chapter of Alpha Omega Alpha, and has served as faculty advisor to the group at Baylor. In 1953 
he received the Award of Merit of the American Medical Education Foundation. 


Paralleling his medical career has been a second career in Boy Scouting. He is a Commissioner of the Boy Scouts 
of America, and has taken an active part in Scout organizing and camping activities for many years. In 1953 he 
received the Silver Beaver Award. 


To the students at Baylor he remains a firm advocate of scholastic endeavor, a warm and kind professor whose 
quiet sense of humor and fine personal example of accomplishment are a true inspiration. 


It is with great pleasure that we dedicate to Dr. Wallace this record of Baylor Life. 


4 Glorious Past... 7¢ More Challenging Future 


Much has been written on the beginning of the Texas Medical Center. With Baylor University 
College of Medicine as its educational hub, the center grew phenomenally on this 143-acre site 
provided by the M. D. Anderson Foundation adjacent to the 20-acre Hermann estate and the old 
Hermann Hospital. In less, than a decade the school found itself surrounded by one of the country’s 
finest concentrations of medical facilities and talent. In addition to Jefferson Davis and Veterans 
Administration Hospitals, Baylor students now have access to the facilities of all five hospitals in 
the center. 


Indeed, the Gulf Coast climate has been invigorating to Baylor Med. Houston civic and profes- 
sional leaders have welcomed the school and have given continuing support to it. Houston is a 
booming metropolis which has undergone enormous growth in the past few decades, and its citizens 
haven’t been too surprised, really, to see a major medical center rise from “those trees across from 
Hermann Park” in the space, of ten years. And Baylor has kept pace. Since 1943, the operating 
budget has grown from $250 thousand to nearly $1.4 million, assets from $278 thousand to $7.6 


million. 


In keeping with its triple responsibility for education, research, and service, research grants to 
Baylor have grown from $2900 in 1946-47 to over $1.2 million for the first seven months of the 1957- 
58 period, and the number of full-time faculty members has increased from 30 in 1946 to 147 in 
1958. Baylor’s greatly expanded postgraduate training program now includes 46 interns and 198 resi- 
dents in the Baylor University College of Medicine Affiliated Hospitals. 


In the past year, two wings have been added to ‘the fourth floor of the Roy and Lillie Cullen 
Building to accommodate new research facilities, and the new Institute of Rehabilitation is under 
construction to the east. 


What is projected for the future of this, the newest of great medical centers? Although contro- 
versial at the time of this printing, the new City-County Hospital may be built in an adjoining tract 
to Baylor University College of Medicine. A new addition to the Cullen Building for clinical de- 
partments research is contemplated. Methodist Hospital is expected to double its size with construction 
starting in the near future. The new Speech and Hearing Association building has been approved ad- 
joining the Institute of Rehabilitation. A Psychiatric Hospital is in the planning stages. In the more 
distant future additional beds may be added to Texas Children’s Hospital and St. Luke’s Hospital. A 
huge School of Nursing is planned for the Medical Center. BUCM has ambitions of a University 
Hospital adjoining the school. They also hope to build a students’ quarters with recreational fa- 
cilities behind the school. The possibility of an apartment building for married students, interns, 
residents, and other Medical Center personnel is being considered. 


It can be seen that men with visions, high ideals and a conviction to make this medical center 
second to none are charting a course. As Houston expands to a greater metropolis the medical center 
will also enlarge its facilities to meet the needs. 


It is indeed a pleasure to be a part of this tremendous undertaking and look forward with pride 
to the future of Baylor University College of Medicine. . 


Baylor’s proud history inspires us to meet the challenge of the future, as she continues to educate 
doctors with ideas, big ideas, of medical achievements about which we now dare not even dream.

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BEDFORD FORREST BOYLSTON 
1916-1958 
The trip from Massachusetts to Texas and the Southwest was a new experience in 1950 for Dr. B. F. Boylston. His 
childhood and early schooling were in the old deep south of Aiken, South Carolina. His training for his profession in 
orthopedic surgery was in the East in New York, Pennsylvania, and Massachusetts. Fortunately for those of us who 


knew him, were under his professional care, or were taught and inspired by him, his most active and productive years 
were to be those spent in the Southwest from 1950 until his departure from us in 1958. 


For his responsibility of practicing and teaching orthopedic surgery, Dr. Boylston had an unexcelled background. 
Beginning with the traditional first four years spent at Jefferson Medical College, he interned and served as house 
surgeon at Bellevue Hospital in New York. He then spent a year doing fracture surgery at Presbyterian Hospital in 
N. Y. C. After a tour in the Medical Corps of the Navy in 1944, 45 and 46 he returned to Boston to spend 3 years 
in orthopedic training at Boston Childrens Hospital and Mass. General Hospital. This excellent professional background, 
however, was the least of “Biff” Boylston’s great assets. Biff was one of the most intelligent, hard-working, original 
young men in American orthopedic surgery during his tragically short professional career. His dynamic personality 
and academic vigor drew young men in surgery to him constantly. His unrelenting stimulation—both visible and in- 


visible—of the young men working with him and for him was the very “life blood” of the orthopedic teaching pro- 
gram at Baylor. 


He accomplished more research, taught more students, trained more residents, skillfully cared for more private pa- 
tients in the few years after he discovered that he had a malignant neoplasm than in all previous years of good health. 
Few men could have done this—even fewer would have done it.

Dr. Arthur Kirschbaum was born in New York City on October 15, 1910. He received the B.S. degree in 1931 from 
New York University and the M.S. degree in 1935 at the University of Minn. The Ph.D. degree was conferred in : 
1936 at the University of Minnesota. His doctoral dissertation on the origin of primitive blood cells has been widely | 
cited. His medical training was divided between Yale University and the University of Minnesota, and he received 
the M.D. degree from the latter school in 1943. As a medical student he was actively engaged in cancer research along 
with teaching duties in the Departments of Anatomy. 

Dr. Kirschbaum was an associate professor of Anatomy at the University of Minn. in 1951 when he went to the 
University of Illinois to become Professor and Chairman of the Department of Anatomy. In 1954 he was appointed : 
Professor and Chairman of the Department of Anatomy at Baylor University College of Medicine, and brought to 
Baylor his mouse colony to carry on his cancer studies. He also assumed the Chairmanship of the Department of 
Anatomy at the University of Texas Dental Branch upon his arrival, and was appointed as a consultant to the M. D. | 
Anderson Hospital as well as the Veterans Administration Hospital. His extracurricular activities included member- | 
ship in numerous scientific organizations, a member of the editorial boards of several scientific journals, and_con- 
sultant to the Public Health Service and the American Cancer Society. His most recent appointment was to the Presi- 
dent’s National Health Advisory Council which he accepted with a great deal of pride. 

Dr. Kirschbaum was perhaps first a teacher and secondly a research investigator although he frowned upon the idea 
of considering each as separate interests. The student always came first in his busy schedule, and his concept of a 
“sood examination” was one in which both the teacher and student were provided with a satisfied feeling of accom- 
plishment. He always maintained that the major function of a medical education was to teach the student to think for 
himself rather than an emphasis of numerous facts and figures, and he devoted much personal energy and time in the 
lecture room to create a scholarly atmosphere. 

Dr. Kirschbaum’s prominent position in cancer research as a result of his studies on leukemia, breast cancer and 
ovarian tumors provided the environment in which a Graduate Study program was developed in the Department of 
Anatomy. He recognized the important role of basic research in medical progress, and provided a realistic financial 
situation to attract sincerely interested medical students to “split the sophomore year” to work for the M.S. or Ph.D. 
degrees. Dr. Kirschbaum has been quoted as saying “Graduate Training is to the Basic Sciences as Resident Training 
is to the Clinical Sciences.” 

Dr. Kirschbaum was an inspiring leader in all his fields of endeavor because of his sincerity, ability, recognition 
| of the individual, endless energy and the strength of his convictions once thoroughly thought out. Those who were 
privileged to work with him will experience a life-long influence.
